rocky pockets to separate the vert 
eties of flowers which you propose 
to grow, fill up the chicks with bits 
of etone and dried grass roots, 
sprinkle the bottom of the pockets 
with fine, broken stone or plaster 
(for the lime needed), yellow dirt 
mixed with available fertilizer, and 
lastly some rich brown loam, al- 
though certain plants like cacti, 
are light feeders and a more sandy 
soi] will suffice. 

You have of course previously 
plotted out your garden arrange- 
ment on paper, allowing perhaps 
for a central motif such as a bird- 
bath, sundial, or silver ball, in 
which case you would need a con- 
tinuous path around the four sides. 
I rather like the four-sided, semi- 
sunken effect. 

As to what plants go Into the 

pockets, you will be guided by the 
amount of sunshine which they are 
to receive and the natural moisture 
on your land. Personally, I like 
iris for it has almost endless vari- 
ety and can be worked into back- 
grounds, borders, or bird-bath sur- 
roe dfigse.

of pink to lavendar. These spread 
rapidly and are ideal for ledges. 
‘They will Ml your pdckets and will 
need’ to be thinned out now and 
then. The yellow sedums, natural 
wall flowers, will form a pleasing 
contrast and will hang over the 
"rocks in showers of gold. Thera 
is a wide variety of sedums. Some 
of them are pink. “Hen and chick- 
ens" are good fillers for the rock 
Pockets and multiply fast. 

Other mass plants for early 
spring are snow alyssum and ara- 
bis, or rock cress, also white and 
feathery. You will enjoy candytuft 
in Hlac and white for the lower 
reaches. For patghes of color and 
beauty, put In afinual phlox and 
verbenas. The latter have a semi- 
trailing habit. Chinese pinks are 
most satisfactory, also portulacas, 
which will stand a lot of dry weath- 
er. 

Go out into the native ledges 
and get some plants of wild col- 
umbine, for early spring blooming, 
and I am sure the modest wood 
betony would do well in the rock 
garden, if not too exposed. Leave 
room also for the dainty coral bells.
